Members of the Rancho 
Santiago Community College 
District Board of Trustees 
(RSCCD), have met informally 
with representatives of the 


Garden Grove Unified School 


District (GGUSD), to discuss the 
feasibility of locating a ‘satelite’ 
campus in Garden Grove. 

Talks between RSCCD board 
members and a negotiating 
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Campus newspaper target 


Student Senator Bill Thomas 
said Monday that many students 
at SAC “are concerned” about 
the recent three-part series on 
campus security published by el 
DON. 

At the close of last Monday’s 
senate meeting, Vice-President 
Joe Croney asked for 
“comments from the floor.” At 
that point, Senator Thomas 
asked if anyone knew about the 
situation. He asked if the Senate 
had the power to do anything. 

Croney then interrupted him 
and said, “I am not trying to 
stick up for Koko (Security 
Chief, John Monreal), but | was 
at part of the interview and he 
was terribly misquoted.” 

Reporter Ken Leja later 
defended his articles, saying that 


his notes are accurate, that Koko 
knew he was being interviewed 
and that to Leja’s knowledge, 
only one security guard entered 
the office the whole time. 

Someone suggested that a bill 
be submitted to have the el DON 
thrown off campus but that idea 
was quickly brushed aside 

Martin Pine, a student, was 
permitted to speak on the 
subject. He said that he knows 
the situation with the Security 
Department because he has 
worked with them. 

“i was on the el DON staff 
and | know the situation there,” 
continued Pine. “The el DON in 
the past couple of years has been 
mishandled.” 

According to el DON advisor 
Terry Bales, “Pine has never

been officially enrolled in the 
newspaper in the past three 
years that | have been here nor 
was his name in the staff box in 
previous years.” 

Don McCain, activities 
director, suggested that both the 
newspaper and the Security 
Department send representatives 
to explain things on student 
harassment and the problem of 
misquotation. 

“We will be happy to send a 
representative from the el DON 
to talk about the newspaper 
policies, but not to appear 
before a tribunal,’’ Bales replied. 

Former Senator Gil Torrealba 
suggested to the Senate that the 
Communications Committee of 


the Senate start an investigation 
of the matter. 


Chief of campus security queried 
on policies of minority employment

(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
final installment in a three-part 
series concerning the SAC 
security force. ) 


“| wouldn't hire any girl -- 
they just can’t do a man’s job.” 
While not the final authority, 
John ‘‘Koko’’-Monreal, chief of 
district security, “won't allow 
just anyone to join my team.” 

His boss, Thomas R. Trawick, 
won't allow anyone onto the 
staff unless they receive a 
blanket OK from Koko. “I have 
the final authority, but | 
wouldn't hire ANYONE unless | 
had the approval of my chief 
security officer.” 

Is there discrimination and 
favoritism in hiring security 
guards? One member of the 
force said, “Yes. The jobs are 
sewn-up long before they are 
announced. While they're 
posting the job announcement, 
Koko has already hired and 


begun training someone.” 
Listening guards nodded in 
agreement. 


“I was hired to fill the ethnic 
requirements; we had only three 
guys at the time,” related Koko 


regarding his initial contact with 
his job. “We had to have a black 
to talk to the blacks, a white guy 
to talk to the whites, and me, a 
Chicano, to talk to my kind -- 
the Chicanos.” 

During the three-plus years 
Koko has been with the security 
force, it has increased to nine. 
However, el DON has been 
unable to verify the ethnic 
distribution. In a recent 
interview, Koko said there are 
three Caucasions, one black and 
five Mexican-Americans. 
Trawick, on the other hand, said 
there are five Chicanos and four 


Caucasions. 
The only fact el DON could 


uncover is that the most recent 
addition to the force is a 
Chicano. “That’s not by design,” 
defended Trawick. “Right now, 
they're the best that | can find.” 

What qualifications must a 
guard have? According to the 
job-description portfolio shared 
by Trawick with this reporter, a 
guard must be bondable, an 
Administration of Justice major 
and be in condition ‘’to pass the 
physical requirements of the 
Orange County Sheriff's 
Department.” 

“| rawick added the 
qualitative requirements for a 


job, “The first thing | look for is 
does the person have real 
emphathy for people. He’s got 
to be sympathetic, 
understanding and concerned. If 
he’s not, | can’t use him. After 
that, he’s got to be totally 
reliable because, sometimes, he’s 
the only person responsible for a 
multi-million dollar facility.” 

Telling of his qualifications 
for the top security job at SAC, 
Koko said, “I have my AA from 
Orange Coast in police science 
and | have one more class here at 
SAC to get my AA in 
corrections. I’m also going to 
Fullerton (California State 
University).” 

Regardless of his 
qualifications or tenure, Koko is 
maligned by members of his 
force. One claimed that there is 
job discrimination in hiring and 
in assigning the work shifts. 

The unnamed guard said that 
Caucasions are “rewarded” for 
being white by being assigned to 
the graveyard shift and to work 
over holidays. 
` A visual check of day ‘and 
night operations of the security 
force does not support the 
allegation. Caucasians are 
apparent on the day shift as well 
as during the evening hours. 


committee of the GGUSD 
resumed recently at the request 
of Rancho Santiago. 

Should an agreement 
ultimately be reached and 
approved by voters, the entire 
GGUSD would become a part of 
RSCCD. 

Officials estimate that 
between eight and nine thousand 
Garden Grove residents 
currently attend a community 
college in one of three districts 
surrounding the city. About 
20-per cent of that figure attend 
SAC, 25-per cent enroll in the 
North Orange County 
Community College District 
(Cypress/Fullerton), while the 
majority -- 55-per cent -- register 
at schools operated by the Coast 
Community College District 
(Orange Coast/Golden West). 

The most recent meeting 
between the two parties took 
place last Tuesday over dinner. 
RSCCD was represented by SAC 
President Dr. John E. Johnson 
and board members Rudy 
Montejano and Ed Taylor. All 
parties have remained silent as to 
any progress being made. 

An earlier meeting, held in 
the GGUSD board room, was 
attended by RSCCD trustees 
Carol Enos and John White. 

Neither meeting was open to 
the public or press. 

Dr. Johnson would only say 
that the sessions were being held 
with the knowledge and 
approval of the entire board “to 
consider all of the possibilities.” 

GGUSD officials have beén 
faced with today’s deadline for 
informing the state of their plans 


Student activities and honors 
ruled optional on transcripts 


Graduating SAC students will 
have a chance to decide whether 
or not to have their 


extra-curricular activities 
recorded in their college 
transcripts according to Dr. 


Harold Bateman, dean of 
admissions and records. 

An extra form dealing with 
the students’ activities will be 
available at a pre-graduating class 
meeting (which is scheduled to 
meet in April) for students who 
desire that their activities be 
recorded. 


The new policy, said Dr. 
Bateman, is in accordance with 


the National American 
Association of Collegiate 
Registrars and Admissions 


Officers’ recommendation that 
the academic record be separate 
from student activities for the 
protection of the student.

Rancho Santiago Trustees 
negotiating with GGUSD - 


for a community college district 
affiliation. 

Dr. Alton Morse, associate 
superintendent of business 
services for GGUSD, said that 
body has written the state 
“stating that we are working 
with two community colleges in 
the area to arrive at a final plan 
which we feel is-salable to the 
voters, and we'll give that to the 
state just as soon as we can pull 
it together.” 


Morse said he believes a final 
decision will be reached by April 
14. 


RSCCD apparently 
misinterpreted a demand by 
GGUSD that a campus be 


constructed in Garden Grove, 
Morse added. 

The confusion surrounded 
the definition of “campus,” 
according to GGUSD Acting 
Superintendent Ed Dundon. 
And when Coast Community 
‘College presented a proposal for 
a one-of-a-kind “pavilion” 
campus, far smaller than existing 
community colleges, RSCCD 
decided to get back into the 
ballgame. 


The pavilion concept 
presented by Coast Community 
College District would provide a 
small cluster of classroom 
buildings within Garden Grove, 
and would deal primarily with 
continuing adult education. | 

Several sites have been 
opened to consideration. The 
most favorable reaction has 
centered around available land 
near the corner of Euclid and 
Chapman Avenues. 


The ‘activities’ form will 
require verification (co-signed) 
by the faculty advisor or 
instructor of that activity. 

In a memo to the Faculty and 
Administrative staff Bateman 
outlined another policy 
concerning the Discloser of 
Student Information. 


Basically this policy is 
concerned with the 
‘accessability’ and 


‘confidentiality’ of official 
student transcripts where-in the 
students’ right of privacy is 
preserved. 

In an opening statement, in 
the Memo to the Faculty and 
Staff, Bateman stated, “We 
should make every effort to 
keep the  student’s record 
confidential and out of the 
hands of those who would use it 
for other than legitimate 
purposes.”

arbitrary and sometimes harsh attitudes of the security department. 
We recognize that there may be a drastic shortage of manpower on 
the force making it difficult to investigate every petty theft or relate 
to EVERY student, but to sit in apathy or to ask, “Why come to 
us?” seems ridiculous. 

What would you think of the same security department which, 
when you came to them looking hopefully for your lost or stolen 
purse, said, “why come to us?”’? 

However, the concern that el DON has for the students that have 
faced the hassles of the SAC security force must be examined. How 
can anyone accept the attitude of “Pay the f--king fine!” when 
inquiring into the justice of receiving a traffic citation? 

The fastest we've ever seen members of the security force move 

~ was when they heard about the streakers. “I had no intentions of 
arrest,” said Koko, “1 just wanted to talk to them.” ‘ 

The question from reactive students has been, “What are you (el 
DON) out to do?” We feel that not everything that is faced can be 
changed, but nothing can be changed until it is faced. 

Many claim that the quotes of Koko printed in el. DON are only 
that -- mere words. There is no meaning behind them; that “Koko 
would never say anything like that.” We have no proof that his 
words are meaningless for “mere words” are like “mere dynamite.“ 

In the three-part series, ei DON has opened “Pandora's Box” 
showing attitude-inconsistencies on the part of the security chief 

- regarding traffic citations, student thefts and job discrimination. el’ 
DON jis concerned about these and the equating of students with 
thieves, the disregard for redress of grievances and the potential 
discriminatory, administrative procedures. 

el DON is not “out to get Koko” or anyone connected with the 
security department. However, we suggest that concerned students 
request the college Board of Trustees to initiate investigative 
procedures into the actions and, above all, the attitudes of members 
of the SAC security force. -—RMM
